He Was Convicted Only of the 
Crime of Manslaughter. 

One of the Most Remarkable Trage- 
dies in the Annals of Crime. 



The Wretched Wife of Mlrhael Cleary Va 



Hi ni.tN, July fl — Michael Cleary, of 
Ballyvadlea, near Clonmel, was con- 
victed of manslaughter Friday In caus- 
ing the death of his wife, Bridget, on 
March 14 last, by burning and other- 
wise ill-treating her on the ground 
that she was bewitched. The so-called 
Clonmel witch tragedy ia one of the 
most remarkable in the annals of 
crime in Ireland. Michael Cleary, hus- 
band of the deceaaed: Patrick Holan, 
her father; William. Patrick, Michael 
and James Kennedy, cousins; Mary 
Kennedy, aunt, and Patrick Dunne, 
Wm. Ahearn and Dennis Uaney, the 
latter known as the "family doctor," 
were jointly arrested and charged with 
burning and ill treating Mrs. Cleary 
until death relieved her from further 
suffering. The evidence showed that 
she wu Buffering from nervousneaa and
